‘While. declaring that it 
would be unconstititional foz 
any province to quit Confeder- 
ation — and it might take a 
mew constitution to permit 
such a policy — there sheuld 
of course be every assurance 
made that this need not meke 
the provinces powerless nt the 
hands of O'tawa. 

Negotiations could he held 
on any federal-provincial issue,

jean creat one of the world’s most ex- | 


citing national parks. 

Polar Bears roam there. Arctic 
Loons and Parasitis Jaegers nest 
there. Deep-purple Rhododendron, 
Cotton Grass and other arctic plants 
| grow there. Walrus and Beluga or 
|White Whales may be seen in the 
sea. And there is some permafrost. 

Cape Henrietta Maria and a coast- 
hee corridor along James and Hudson 
Bays are arctic in character and com- 
position — some of the southernmost 
tundra in the world. 

What is tundra? It is perhaps best 
| described as a level or undulating 
plain of northern arctic regions. Trees 
jare replaced by many kinds of grass- 
es, herbs, sedges and heaths. The 
| ground*is permanently frozen down to 
| bedrock; but during the-brief sum- 
'mer period the top few inches thaw. 
jout and the ground is quickly covered 
|with a mantle of greenery. 

Ontario's “island” of tundra is of 
special interest to scientists. In this 
|area, adjoining as it does, a large 
body of cold water, some of the land 
\is undoubtedly typical arctic tundra. 
| However, according to Dr, John Spar- 
ling of the University of Toronto, 
many areas are really just tundra 
| because of the influence of the sea -~ 
lwhich causes’ a shortening of the 
| growing season and sea-spray and fog 
| which depresses tree growth. As such 
it’ is probably tinique:in ‘the world. 
| Polar Bear National Park, a name 
isuggested by the Federation of On- 
tario Naturalists, would be a large 
Wilderness park — about 5000 square 
| miles —~ and as such would compe- 
ment our provincial recreational and 
semi-wilderness parks. 

Suggested boundaries are — south 
from Cape Henrietta Maria to the 
'!kwan River, west to a point south 
of the Sutton River, north to the 
mouth of the Sutton, and east to 
the Cape. 

The Federation of Ontario Natural- 
ists believes that we have a right 
and a duty to safeguard imporant 
| parts of our natural heritage. Polar 
| Bear National Park woud protect an 
jarea of great significance not just to 
Ontario, not just to Canada, but to 
the world. 

We must not repeat the mistakes 
made in southern Ontario, where 
precious little land is in public hands.

New Concept 

Most interesting of all was the 
outline presented to us of the Uni- 
versity’s acceptance of the trimester 
academic year.

+ wildly improhable only months 
ago. 


For the first time since the 

(. President won clection in his 
\ own right>in his 1964 land- 
slide.Mthere was a serious pocsi- 


bility, that LBJ colM step 
aside at the end of his prescnt 
term. 


The possibility of the tough 
Texan longhorn ever taking 
such an ignominious oul would 
only recently have been consid- 
ered laughable among even his 
most outspoken critics. 


Beer gs Yet, the possibility is there 
this week. 
Consider these survey re- 
ports: a, 
Only 31 pereent of the 


American public, according to 
the Jatest voter opinion survey, 
approved of the President's 
handling of the war in Viet- 
nem. — 


Only 38 percent of all U.S. 
voters approved generally of 
President Johnson's overall 
conduct of his administration. 


And among bot Democratic 
and Republican voters; an 
opinion poll “run off” between 
Johnson and Robert F. Kenne- 
dy indicated 51 percent pre- 
ferred RFK and only 39 per- 
cent plumped for LBJ. 


The most astounding of the 
polis put a Republican ticket 
of New York Governor Neilson 
Rockefeller and California 
Governor Ronald Reagan firm- 
ly ahead of a Lyndon Johnson- 
Hubert Humphrey ticket. The 
score. was 57 percent voting 
for the Republican governors 
if a presidential election was 
held today compared to only 
43 percent for the Democrats. 


The opinion polls, of course, 
cannot be taken as an accurate 
reading as to how American 
voters will behave next Nov- 
ember when they vate to de- 
cide who will occupy the 
White House from 1968 to 
1973. 
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The situation is very much 
like that faced ty John Diefen- 
baker in 1962, when four. 
years afier Winning Canada's 
greatest-cver parliamentary 
majomty, the Tory leader was 
unable to secure anything bet- 
ter than a minority in a 
badly-split House of Commons. 

‘The chief factors going 
against Johnsson, are of course, 
the unsd@iled war in Vietnam 
znd the continuing failure of 
the 2dministration to mount a 
meaninefal war on poverty at 
home. With this has come the 
encetre of incressed troop com- 
mitmernts in Asia, higher tax- 
es, worsentag “slum conditions 


and bigger riots. 


Sterting with a primary elec- 
tion March 12 ine New Hamp- 
shire, the candidates of both 
parties will be seeking voter 
endorsement for their party's 
nomination. 


None of the primaries are 
binding, but they will give a 
strong indication as to which 
candidates will be acceptable 
to voters. 


Main questions to he 
answered in the next year in- 
yolve the left and right wings 
of the Democratic party. Will 
the left wing. opposed to Viet- 
nam and unhappy over civil 
rights, go all out to replace. 
Johnson with Kennedy? And 
will such a right wing pros- 
pect, as former Alabama Gov- 
ernor George Wallace, run on 
a states’ rights, anti-integration 
ticket? The pundits say this 
would drain off votes which 
would normally go Republican. 


But the biggest question of 
all will finally be settled only 
by Lyndon Baines Johnson. 


Harry S. Truman set a prece- 
dent when, after winning elec- 
tion in his own right in 1948 
following President Reosev- 
elt’s death, stepped down in 
the face of massive unpopulari- 
ty in 1952. In view of Johnson's 
even more impressive achieve- 
ment of winning so big on his 
own in 1964, it is not impossi- 


ble ‘that he could surprise the | 


world by retiring to the side- 
Jines in 1968.
